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One dog dead, another hurt 


after being shot with BBs

Police are searching for a 
man they believe shot two 
dogs in a Pembroke Pines 
yard, killing one of the pets. 

Madie and Max, both 
golden retrievers, were shot 
with steel BBs on Dec. 3, at 
their owners’ home in the 
Pasadena Lakes community. 

Pembroke Pines police 
say surveillance video 
showed Madie, the female 
dog, lying in a pool of blood 
in a corner of the yard. 
When Max, the male dog, 
greeted his owner, he had a

bloody wound in the middle 
of his left side — the same 
area where Madie had been 
shot. The shooter appar- 
ently aimed at the dogs’ 
hearts before pulling the 
trigger. Madie and Max had 
been asleep in the yard be- 
fore being shot, police said. 
Surveillance video shows 
Madie dying shortly before 8 
p.m. 

“It’s deeply affected us, 
my children, my ex-wife, just 
me personally — it’s been 
very sad around the house 
these last couple of weeks

Local agencies get $3.4M to offset 


cost of guarding president, estate

Palm Beach County law 
enforcement agencies will 
be getting just over $3.4 mil- 
lion in federal funds to off- 
set the cost of protecting 
President Donald Trump 
when he visits Mar-a-Lago. 

Almost all of that money 
will go to the Palm Beach 
County Sheriff’s Office, 
which has taken the lead 
assisting the Secret Service 
in guarding Trump’s estate 
in Palm Beach. 

Palm Beach County 
Mayor Melissa McKinlay 
praised federal lawmakers 


for setting aside the money. 

“I feel like Christmas just 
came early for the county 
taxpayers,” she said. 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency is dis- 
tributing the money to cover 
overtime costs related to 
presidential protection 
from Trump’s inauguration 
in January to Sept. 30. 

The Palm Beach County 
Sheriff’s Office will receive 
$3.3 million, according to 
the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. The 
Palm Beach Police Depart- 
ment will receive $71,270,

Burglars smash wall, strip 
store of $1M in dresses 


They got in through adjoining business

These were thieves with 
a fashion sense. 

They broke into the Holt 
Miami store in Dania Beach 
by smashing through the 
wall of an adjoining busi- 
ness, shutting down the 
alarm and disabling the se- 
curity camera recording. 

Then they headed 
straight for the expensive 
dresses — not the lower- 
priced ones and not the un- 
finished dresses sitting in 
boxes. 


They loaded 4,000 to 
5,000 dresses — up to $1 mil- 
lion worth — into a white 
box truck and took off, ac- 
cording to the Broward 
Sheriff’s Office. 

It was a Friday night, and 
no one found out until Mon- 
day. The thieves are still at 
large. 

Holt Miami, operated by 
designer Elisea Holt, op- 
erates stores in Dania Beach 
and Sunny Isles, selling 
what it calls luxury hand- 
painted dresses, as well as

Tallahassee — Florida State 


University officials said Wednes- 
day that they will incorporate 
some of a grand jury’s suggestions 
into reforming Greek life follow- 
ing the death of a fraternity 
pledge. 

Those reforms might also ex- 
tend to the university’s Code of 
Conduct for its students. 

President John Thrasher and 
Vice President of Student Affairs 
Amy Hecht said they were frus- 


trated by the lack of cooperation 
from those who were at the party 
attended by Andrew Coffey and 
by Phi Kappa Pi fraternity mem- 
bers and pledges. 

Coffey, 20, ajunior and a pledge 
at Pi Kappa Phi, died of alcohol 
poisoning Nov. 3 after he was 
found unresponsive after a party 
the night before. The state medi- 
cal examiner said Coffey had a 
blood alcohol level of 447 at the 
time of the autopsy. 

Coffey graduated in 2015 from
